I  placed  myself 
beside  the  secretary,  and  eyed  each  closely  as  he  affixed  his  name  to 
the  document.  Undaunted  resolution  was  displayed  in  every  countenance".

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at  Valley  Forge  with  Governeur  Morris  and  others;  assisted  in  negoti- 
ating treaties  of  peace  and  commerce  with  Great  Britain;  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Sciences.  Richard  Henry 
Dana,  the  next  owner,  took  part  in  'the  rotten  cabbage  Rebellion'  at  Har- 
vard in  1807,  and  is  well  known  for  his  achievements  in  the  field  of 
journalism  and  literature.
